the present procedure may con- 
tinue to be followed.

photographed. The negatives are 
plates. A paper negative may be 


negatives (either wet or dry) may 
be used for fine halftone or color 
work. Aiter developing, the paper 
negative is placed on a_ heated 
drum for drying, the film nega- 
tives are hung on lines with an 
electric fan to aid the drying pro- 
cess. After drying, the negatives 
are trimmed and laid out on an im- 
position sheet, imposed in proper 
position and tabbed down. After 
opaquing or touching up, the neg- 
atives are ready for transferring 
to the zine or aluminum plate. 
The plate is prepared by being 
put into a whirler, a centrifugal 
machine, where it is coated with 
a sensitized emulsion.+ Under or- 
dinary conditions this emulsion is 
made from egg albumen. The 
plate is then put in a vacuum 
printing frame, the negative is 
also placed on the plate in the 
frame and the two locked to- 
gether. Suction is applied and 
the resulting vacuum provides 
perfect of the negative and plate. 
The plate is next exposed to light, 
then removed from the frame 
and completely coated with devel- 
oping ink. The plate is then placed 
under running water and_ the 
emulsion which has not been ex- 
posed washes off, carrying the de- 
veloping ink with it and leaving 
the printed image on the metal 
plate. When the plate has been 
cleaned and dried a protective ete 
is applied. The plate is then cor- 
rected and weak spots’ are 
strengthened by applying “yusche” 
—a greasy ink. Solids may be fill- 
ed in or any lines taker out at this 
point after which the plate is 
ready for the press. 
Plates which are made by the 
ordinary methods will stand up for 
runs of about 50,000 impressions. 
There are however several meth- 
ods in use today for making a 
deep etched plate that will stand 
up for runs 2f 200,000 or more. 
We therefore must come to the 
conclusion that offset lithography 
is not always lithography for when 
a plate is deep etched it is no 
longer like the old style litho- 
graphic plate but becomes a typo- 
graphic plate, a plate in which the 
printing is done from raised sur- 
face.

Much offset printing of today is 
known as “Dry Offset”. Bank 
checks and many other types of 
work are done by this. process. 
The plates are deep etched, made 
in relief and with such plates no 
water rollers are needed as only 
the surface prints and the etched 
out parts do not xeceive ink, so 
that the water rollers. are not 
needed to eliminate the greased 
parts of the plate that are exposed 
in flat plates. 

It is entirely probable that the 
Flag stamps may have been 
printed from one of these deep 
etched plates, since they would 
stand up for the 100,000 runs nec- 
essary in printing these stamps.

trade that make short cuts and 
save ‘and it is most probable 
that some of these tricks were 
used by the printers. 

It is or should be apparent to 
anyone that if two stamps could 
be printed together that it would 
require just half as many plates 
to do the work. Instead of four 
lates of panes of fifty for each 
stamp, it would require but two 
plates for panes of fifty and 
when we consider the colors we 
find that the saving in producing 
the extra plates may have been 
considerable on the whole job. 

To some people it would seem 
that this could have been done 
by printing the two panes of fitty, 
one above the other, rather than 
side by side. They would argue 
that in this manner there could 
have been both top and bottom re- 
gister m:rks on each sheet. 

It is at this point, hoverer, that 
the printers tricks come in for if 
the stamps had been printed in 
that manner, one pane above the 
other rather than side by side, 
there could have been no saving, 
because the volume of presswork 
or running time would have been 
doubled, but two panes of. fifty 
could have been printed on one 
edge of the sheet and the other 
stamp could not have been print- 
ed on the other edge at the same 
time because of the varieties in 
the colors of the various stamps. 

But by printing as they did, 
two panes side by side, the old 
printers time saver of using a 
split fountain would permit the 
printing of two different stamps 
in two different colors at ‘the 
same time. 

Presses of the type as used for 
printing these stamps as well as 
ordinary cylinder presses have 
large fountains to contain the ink. 
These are in the form of a large 
trough which is filled with the 
ink. This trough has a steel rol- 
ler which revolves against the 
trough and takes up a fine film of 
ink from the trough. This steel 
then moves over and contacts a 
rubber roller which in turn takes 
the ink from the steel roller and 
then rolls over the platen or ink 
plate of the press or contacts the 
ink rollers and thus conveys the

the press at the same time. This 
should be true where there is a 
probable space of two or three 
inches between the two different 
forms that are printed. On the 
offset or cylinder press, the roll- 
ers that deliver «he ink to the 
form roll over the ink plate and 
move sidewise in an oscillating 
motion for a distance of about one 
to one and a half inches which 
help? distribute the ink evenly on 
a plate. Thus if two colors are on 
the press at the same time and 
there is sufficient room between 
the two forms so that the ink will 
not lap over and mix together 
from. the oscillating motion of 
the rollers, it is possible to print 
two colors or two different shades 
of one color at the same time, once 
at each side of the press and it is 
entirely possible that this may 
have been done by the Bank Note 
Company as it is a very simple 
procedure and would have per- 
mitted them to print any two dif- 
ferent colors at one feeding of 
the paper through the presses. 

Let us hope that if this new 
series is issued that there will be 
specifications that will make all 
of the sheet printings alike, 


In the article by Mr. Stiles it 
is stated that the stamps would 
carry an individual symbol of 
Nationality. Since some of the 
countries mentioned are colonies 
of Britain, it may be that they 
will be represented by something 
other than a flag. In this proposed 
new issue we would believe that 
a stamp of upright design with 
perhaps a coat of arms or other 
symbol of the country would 
make a nice companion set to 
the flag serie’.

AIR MAIL COVERS 
eee ee ee 
SAMUEL S. GOLDSTICKER. JR. (Dept Ed.)

Two weeks ago, I mentioned a 
story on the TACA flights. Since I 
have all of my covers and in- 
formation on hanc. right now. I 
am going to take this opportunity 
to give it to you. 

First of all, for those of you 
who may not be familiar with it. 
this flight took place on Saturday, 
November 20th, 1943; and started 
at San Jose, Costa Rica. Then, it 
went via Maaagua, Nicaragua; 
Tegucigalpa, Honduras; San Sal- 
vador, El Salvador; and Havana, 
Cuba, to Miami. Florida. 

There were covers handled be- 
tween all points, with two excep- 
tions (1) There was no mail flown 
on the outboun. flight from 
Miami and (2) there was no mail 
flown to or from Havana. About 
25,000 covers were carried at var- 
ious stages of the flight and in 
addition, there were 240 of the 
“Jumbo” showpiece covers which 
were cancelled at ali points en 
route to Miami. Of these 240 cov- 
ers, 100 went to Central American 
Officials and the remaining 140 
stayed in this country. 40 of these 
went to Government and Postal 
Officials and the remaining 60 
went to nhilstelists (40 through 
the American Airmail Society and 
20 through the Metropolitan Air- 
mail Cover Club.) 

These covers (both the regular 
set of 16 end the Jumbo size) are 
undoubtably among the most 
beautiful I have ever seen, and 
those who have sets should be 
proud of it. Rather than attempt 
to describe the Jumbo covers, Mr. 
Linn illustrated one on the front 
page of the December 16th issue 
of this aper. The TACA emblem 
in the lower-center of the cover 
is in six colors, each flag being 
in its original colors. The other 
printed cachets along th: botcm 
of the cover are the same as the 
rubber-stamped ones which were 
applied to the regular-size cov- 
ers, From left-to-right. these ca- 
chets represent Costa Rica (Red); 
Nicaragua (Green); Honduras 
(Blue);- and El Salvador (Pur- 
ple), the colors indicating the col- 
or in which they were printed. 
These stamps on these covers are 
the current “igh-value  airmoail 
stamps of these Central Amer- 
ica Republics. 

The: printed cachet on the re- 
gular-size covers consists of the 
regular TACA  six-color cachet 
and beneath it (printed in blue) 
the words: “TRANSPORTES 
AEREOS * CENTRO AMERI- 
CANOS * * HONDUR- 
AS - COSTA RICA * EL SALVA- 
DOR - NICARAGUA * BRITISH 
HONDURAS PANAMA * MI- 
AMI - U. S. A. = NEW YORK.” 
Hcv-2ver, on some of the envel- 
opes the lower line’ reads 
“TEGUCIGALPA, HONDURAS”, 
Since the t-pe on these envelopes 
is much smaller and lighter than 
the others, i asstim2 that these 
envelopes were printed in Central 
/.merica, whereas the others were 
printed in New York. In addition, 
individual cachets of each 
country were ap, lied to each cov- 
er. Costa Rica used very small 
stamps and applied their cachet 


in the top-center of the covers, 
Nicaragua used rather large 
stamps and apolied their cachet 


over the stamps as a second can- 
cellation. (ncilenily, one ot the 
stamps used on Nigaragua’s covers 
was their 35-centevo Airmail which 
pictures the late Will Rogers. Both 
Honduras ani El Salvador applied 
the cachets in the. unper-right 
hand corner and placec the stamps 
in the cen’er of the covers. 

All covers carried northbound 
are cancelled on November 20th, 
while the southbound covers are 
cancelled on November 21st (with 
the exceptior of Honduras which 
cancelled their southbound also 
on November 20th.). The can-el- 
lations can plainly be seen in the 
illustration -f the Jumbo cover, 
so there is-no reason for me de- 
scribing them here. However, I 
might say that the Costa Rica can- 
cel was a inachine one and the

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others were applied by hand. Nic- 
aragua applied theirs in purple, 
Honduras in a 1] t red, and El 
Salvador in . deep wine or purple. 
A bilingual slogan in the Costa 
Rica machine cancel reads “FOR 
PEACE AND REST, COME TO 
COSTA RICA * LE DARA PAZ 
Y DESCANCO—” 

Backstamps were similar in ap- 
pearance to the cancellations and 
in most cases were in the same 
color. There were no backstamps 
in the United States (Miami or 
New York Covers are  oack- 
stamped on .:ovember 20th, with 
the following exceptions— 
Honduras and El Salvador to 
Nicaragua b/s November 2lst. 
El Salvador to Costa Rica b/s 
November xd. ‘ 

Incidently, I just noticed that 
the Nicaragua-Costa Rica and the 
El Salvador-Honduras covers are 
cancelled on November 21st. yet 
backstamped on November 20th. 
How can they be received before 
they were mailed? Well, I don’t 
know, probably an error by the 
P. O: Authorities. 

Just a few concluding facts now 
about this flight. On November 
10th, the Civil Aeronautics Board 
cancelled the foreign carrier per- 
mit of TACA Airways. since they 
jhad not started service within 
the six-mort: Imitation imposed 
by the board. However. they were 
still authorized to conduct char- 
ter flights. and it was the first 
‘charter flight on which these cov- 
ers were carried. Contrary to ru- 
mors. this was ..ot the last flight 
into Miami by TACA, and charter 
flights (stili carrying mail) are 
operated quite frequently. This 
does rot effect the standing of 
any of these covers and they will 
be listed in the Souvenir-Histor- 
ical section cf the catalogue. 

So much for the TACA flight, 
I believe I have covered all of 
the details. My thanks to the Mes- 
sers Mayer, McCudhy. and Mor- 
rison of TACA’s New York Of- 
fice for this information and cov- 
ers.

A HOME TOWN COLLECTION 

Every stamp collector, especially those in the smaller towns 
and cities can find a great bit of enjoyment and pleasure in 
making a Home Town Collection. Collectors in the big cities 
will find it a very big task, yet one that will give them a heap 
of pleasure and valuable background. 

Collectors in the smaller communities will find such a col- 
lection one that will interest both themselves and the other non 
collectors of the town. Such a collection will provide a wonderful 
background for a talk and display before your local Rotary or 
other club. It will interest these people because it is home town 
stuff, interest them probably much more than any ordinary talk 
about stamps. 

To make a home town collection you start in by trying to get 
covers cancelled in your home town. Work back as far as you 
can, each different issue will bring new finds for you must watch 
for corner card imprints, illustrated covers, any cover which identi- 
fies some former business, probably long gone and sometimes forgotten. 
A collection of old covers of this nature will interest your local home 
town people and give you ample background for tieing in stamp 
stories with your talk. 

In gathering such a collection do not discard or overlook all 
stationery or printed matter that may be found in such old covers. 
Frequently very interesting circulars and old prints are still with 
such covers and eventually you will have a collection of early covers 
backed up with stationery and other printed forms that will re- 
call many names and many firms that may have passed out of 
existence long before you ever saw the light of day. Your neigh- 
bors and home town people will enjoy these.
